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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Lance Sadler on 9/8/09. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 3, change "a web browser and not a media player" to -a web 
browser which does not include a media player-. 

In claim 39, line 2, change "a web browser and not a media player" to -a web 
browser which does not include a media player-. 

Remarks 

3. Claims 39-54 recite a method claim have been examined in regards to a 101 rejection. 
Although independent claim 39 does not recite any physical structure, the method of claim 39 
cannot be performed without some association to a machine; the steps recited are not mere 
manual or mental steps in conjunction with a machine, but rather steps that are inherently 
performed by a machine. As such, the claims are deemed statutory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6, and 8-54 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As for claims 1 and 39, the prior art of record to Wason (6701383) teaches an 
abstraction layer that provides an interface between a framework and one or more 
plug-ins. The prior art of record to Danielson (7171448) teaches coordinating 
activities between users in a collaborative work tool architecture. The prior art of 
record to Bittinger (5754774) teaches combining low speed communications 
technology with web technology. The prior art of record fails to reasonably show or 
suggest a web browser and not a media player, configured to provide timing 
representations to third party media players; a player-hosting peer within the web 
browser for negotiating a playback state and a rendering status between the web 
browser and each of the plurality of third party media players by exchanging, without 
user input, command and state change information between the web browser and 
each of the plurality of third party media players; and wherein the player-hosting 
peer transitions through states including inactive, active, waiting for data, and out of 
sync. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
